White Foster Parents 


Outraged By Treatment 


Received By Two Black Youths In Chillicothe

CHILLICOTHE, Ohio - Two 
black youths recently learned the 
hard way that life can be unfair and 
people can be cruel, according to 
their former parents. 

One Is now dead. His brother, 
taken from the foster parents, is 
under supervision of Cuyahoga 
County Children 

The foster parents are bitter and 
angry over the trauma they say the 
school and court system in Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio put them through. 

The parents, who are white and 
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asked not to be named, are known 
around Ross County for adopting 
hard-to-place children. “Hard to 
place children are minority and 
handicapped kids,” they explain- 
ed 


Last summer the couple became 
foster parents of Cari Alien Holly, 
9, who had muscular sclerosis. 
Cari died last spring. The foster 
parents say Carl was victimized by 
a school system which failed to 
take into consideration his needs. 

Carl's brother, William, 12, was 
also adopted by the couple last 
spring, a few months before Carl 
died, so that the brothers could be 


together. William was returned to 
-Cuyahoga County the same day 
his brother was eulogized in 
Chillicothe. 

Enroute to Cuyahoga County, 
he was allowed to view his broth- 
er's body but not attend the fun- 

_ eral, which enraged the foster par- 
ents. They say William was denied 
the right to an equal education in 
Chillicothe and was sent back to 
Cleveland because he's black. 

Last fall, the couple attempted to 

_ enroll Carl in Union Sciota School 
in Chillicothe but said they were 
told by school officials that Cari 
could not attend due to his

Womack ran about a block then 
stopped, police said. He was then 
beaten. 

Police arrived shortly thereafter 
and found Womack lying in the 
street.

“We are looking at 
various sources to tap and will 
make our recommendation to 
the council members.”

“We found the parents to be dif- 
ficult to deal with sometimes in 
understanding our circumstances 
as a public school. We bent over 
backwards to accommodate Carl 
because he was such an adorable 
child,” Mitchell said. 

Mitchell said the schooi fol- 
lowed a statewide trend in as far as 
it could go in dealing with Carl as 
an orthopedic child.

Newlin, who was-charged 
with the offense along with his 
two brothers, Gordon and 
Ricky Newlin, was appre- 
hended in Chicago, Ill., after 
several months of search for 
him and his two brothers. 

Gordon was acquitted ot 
both charges in May when a 
Delaware County jury returned 
a not guilty verdict: The third 
brother, Ricky Newlin is still at 
large, according to Delaware 
County détectives. 

The three brothers, detec- 


“tives said, were charged in the 


Oct. 18 abduction and attemp- 
ted murder of Littlejohn. 


Littlejohn, 34, a Near East- 
side man, who testified for the 
prosecution, told the court that 
David and his two. brothers

“Columbus does not have a 
large black population. If UNCF 
can work here it can work across 
the nation,” according to UNGF 
leader James Allen. 

Columbus has been selected as 
the training headquarters for the 
United Negro College Fund. The 
first of its kind for the fund, the 
center will set up and standardize 
training programs to be taught in 
the various UNCF offices across 
the country. 

James L. Allen, formerly area 
development director, has been 
promoted to National Vice Presi- 
dent for Training and will head the 
Columbus-based Center. 

Allen said the training center will 
be specifically concerned with 
UNCF staff development and train- 
ing tools designed to standardize 
training nationwide 

“We will develop uniform UNCF 
techniques,” Allen said. “We will 
be able to look at UNCF managers 
and be able to detect the same 
kind of performance in each city.” 

Allen said the United Negro.Col- 

lege Fund is currently undergoing 
dynamic changes nationally 
designed to standardized fund- 
raisingtechniques, increase 
operational efficiency, reduce 
costs, increase income and create 
a thoroughly trained professional 
Staff . 
“More emphasis will be piaced 
on people. and the organization,” 
Allen said. "We want to achieve the 
best in the nation in terms of qual- 
ity, efficiency and measurable 
standards.” 

Allen said UNCF currently has 
managers who are at the top of 
their prospective fields. He said 
the fund is seeking to get more 
quality managers. 

“We are heading a program to 
bring the best minds together so 
we can offer the best to UNCF 
With that kind of resource we can 


give greater service to the’ 


organization.” 

Allen said he belives Columbus 
was chosen as the training center 
because it has the resources in 
education, technology and facili- 


ties to accommodate the type of ° 


program he has plans to conduct 
“Columbus is unique. With Bat- 
telle, Ohio State University, Bell

Labs, Borden, it is in the top ten in 
high technology. We are fortunate 
to have access to these things," he 
said. 

Allen added that the fund will be 
seeking more commitments from 
corporations in terms of donations 
and volunteering time. 

Replacing Allen as area devel- 
opment director is Vivian Kerr. 
Allen said Kerr is the first director 
in Columbus with previous train- 
ing in fundraising. 

“She is the most experienced 
person we've ever had,” he said. 
Kerr;-tormerty-an- education 
instructor at Colorado State:Uni- 
versity said as she visited black 
campuses across the south 
recruiting blacks for Colorado 
State, she was impressed with the 
high level of confidence, pre- 
paredness and closeness that 
existed among the black students. 

“l wanted to be involved in 
assisting these schools to make 
sure they remained,” she said. 

Allen, who has been with the 
fund for 25 years, said he started 
out with the UNCF as a volunteer. 
“It was fun,” he said. But he said he 
soon became committed to it. 
“Working for the fund became 
challenging and motivating. It 
became a marriage as well as a 
career.” ; 

Concerning his new post, Allen 
said “if my success is not better 
than me, we have failed in accomp- 
lishing what this organization is 


“trying to transcend. We can do it 


better.”

Minorities 
Spend More 
Time in Jail 


The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice's 
National Institute of 
Corrections 
released statistics 
from a study indi- 
cating that blacks 
andHispanics 
spend more time in 
jail before they are 
paroled for felonies 
than white men who 
commit the same 
crimes. 

The study was 
conducted by the 
Rand Corporation. 
The study revealed 
that in 1 ex as, 
Blacks spent nearly 
three more months 
in jail than whites, 
and Hispanics aver- 
aged two months 
more. 

The blacks in 
Catifornia report- 
edly spent 1% more 
months, and His- 
panics earned a 
whopping 6% more 
months in prison on 
an average scale. 


The Michigan. 


reports revealed 
that blacks spent a 
startling seven extra 
months in jail, while 
the figures on His- 
panics were small 
and did not show 
much significance. 

The study said 
that blacks and His- 
panics were more 
likely to get actual 
prison terms, rather 
than probation or 
plea bargaining at 
trials. 

The study was 
conducted to see 
whether or not there 
is any “conscious 
prejudice against 
certainracial 
groups,’ at the 
stages of arrest,

When 
the father arrived, he said he found 
Carl in hallway, alone and on the 
floor. “I still can't forget how that 
little kid looked up at me and said 
‘it’s okay, daddy’, the foster father 
said. 

The foster father said as he car- 
ried his son out of the building, he 
was yelled at by one of the staff 
telling him he couidn't leave the 
child's wheelchair at school. 

Carl was taken to Children's 
Hospital in Columbus. It was later 
diagnosed that muscular sclerosis 
had hidden his heart and deterio- 
rated his muscles. 

While the foster parents were at 
Carl's bedside, they said Cuya- 
hoga Children Services informed 
them that Cari hadabrother, 
William who is in their care. The 
couple agreed to take William so 
the boys could be together. 

According to the parents, William 
was atypical alienated kid who had 
raised himself. He was a loner who 
always fought back and kept 
things inside. He had been in trou- 
ble with the law several times for 
shoplifting, running away and 
being involved in a $50,000 fire. 

Both boys, were born in Cleve- 
land and had been placed under 
Cuyahoga County custody. The 
couple said the brothers got along 
well together and William was 
greatly concerned over the fate of 
Carl 

After the initial problems of get- 
ting Car) in school had been 
resolved, William enrolled in 
school. only to be tormented by 
constant name calling and abuse 
by the other kids, the parents said, 
adding that when they reported 
the incidents to the principal, she 
said there was nothing she could 
do. 

The principal of the school 
could not be reached for com- 
ments. The mother said she 
sought help from local NAACP 
president, Sam Wade, who said 
there was nothing he could do. 

The parents said William did 
wellin school and had gained their 
trust but the kids at the school 
made life unbearable for him. “The 
kids totally distorted William,” the 
mother said. 

William was under tremendous 
pressure with his brother lying in 
the hospital and his own abuse at 
school, she continued. 

One afternoon Wittiam stole a 
bicycle and rode to Hart's depart- 
ment store where he stole a radio. 
The parents said when they faund 
him he had nothing to say. 

The parents said they decided to 
turn William in themselves. ‘‘! 
wanted him to go to juvenile deten- 
tion center for at least a night so he 
could think about what he did and 
hopefully talk about what's bother- 
ing him,” the mother said. She said 
she later regretted her decision. 

The couple said they contacted

However the couple said that the 
judge's attitude changed when he 
saw that William was black, which

County. This was also the day Carl 
was to be buried. 

“Ross County Juveniie Court 
Judge Gerald Radcliff said William 
was returned back to Cuyahoga 
County because of the theft of the 
radio. According to Radcliff, he 
was following normal legal proce- 
dures when he had the youth 
returned to Cleveland. 

Radcliff said after William was 
found guilty of taking the radio, he 
was transferred for disposition of 
the case at the request of Cuya- 
hoga County officials. He said the 
residency of the youth left him no 
choice in the matter. 

Radcliff also said William told 
Ross County Children Services 
officials he did not want to remain 
in Chillicothe and took the radio in 
order to get money to leave. 

While William was returning to 
Cleveland, Carl was being eulog- 
ized as a child who “rolled with the 


pain, he never forgot he had to love 
everybody.” 

The foster parents now say. that 
even though they lost their two 
sons, their. grief and torment has 
not ended. They said the school 
and court systems are unreceptive 
to their adopting hard to place 
kids. 

“We've had other biack children 
before, but they were residents of 
the county,” the mother ‘said. 
“Chillicothe does not like outsid- 
ers, especially problem kids from 
larger cities. If you are not born in 
Chillicothe, you're not accepted,” 
the parents say. ;

Before the ruling Schwartz was 
just one of many area retail and 
wholesale outlets offering Motown 
records and tapes to the genera! 
public. 

Schwartz Bros,, owner James 
Schwartz, whose expansive new 
entertainment center in Maryland 
was purchased through tax- 
supported revenue bonds, 
claimed to the court that he had 
been given by Motown founder 
Berry Gordy, Jr., distribution 
rights for Motown records cover- 
ing the mid-Atlantic region back in 
1959, in an oral agreement. He said 
no written agreement ever existed. 

Recently, however, Motown 
terminated its regular agreements, 

Oral and otherwise, with all of the 
national firms that had been distri- 
buting, or selling its records 
wholesale to retail outlets who 
sold them to the public. Motown 
then entered into an exclusive 
signed agreement with MCA, tnc.. 
owners of Universal Pictures, the 
pact making MCA Motown’'s sole 
distributor 

Schwartz Bros., which in recent 
years had opened its own retail 
stores to compete against retailers 
to which it had been selling 
Motown records wholesale, 
refused to’ be “dropped.” 

James Schwartz filed a 
$5,100,000 breach of oral agree- 
ment suit against-both Motown 


ing to better their position in busi- 
ness, and especially if the, change 


didnot financially herin’gnother 


party. ; 

But Schwartz countered that 
Motown's ‘cessation of. business 
with him would cause him “irrep- 
arable damages.” 

After four hours of testimony, 
Judge Ahalt ordered Motown to 
continue doing business with 
Schwartz, and also ordered 
Motown not to sell its records 
through MCA nationwide unless 
MCA agrees not fto-distribute 
Motown records and tapes in the 
vast mid-Atlantic area claimed as 
exclusive sales territory by 
Schwartz Bros. 

The judge's ruling, in effect, 
thusly gavé Schwartz more exclu- 
sive rights in selling Motown pro- 
ducts than the white business 
tycoon had enjoyed before the 
court ruling, enriching him, as one 
observer put it, “tenfold more 
rather than endangering him." 

Black record retailers in the area 
saw the ruling as a dire endanger- 
ment of their own livelihoods.

Black Catholic Religious 
Hold National Conference 


Three national organizations of black 
Catholic religious men and women are 
holding their third annual joint conference 
Auqust6 - 12 at Jackson State University in 
Jackson, Mississippi. 

Members of the National Black Catholic 
Clergy Caucus (NBCCC), the National 
Black Sisters' Conference (NBSC) and the 
National Black Catholic Seminarians 
Association (NBCSA) are meeting in the 
heart of the Church's southern missions to 
explore how black spirituality and psycho- 

' logical well-being. influence their ministe- 
rial choices and performances 

NBCCC, NBSC and NBCSA represent 
the leadership core of more than 1 million 
black Catholics throughout the nation. 
They evolved during the late sixties in 
response to cries against racial oppression 
in. both Church and-society: 

Members support each other's spiritual, 
theological and educational qrowth 
through a_variety of programs.They pro- 
mote biack cultural contributions within 
the Church while vigorously condemning, 
along with the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB), the sinfulness of 
its institutionalized racism. 

The organizations are meeting in Jack- 
son at the invitation of Bishop Joseph B 
Brunini, ordinary of the Diocese, and his 
auxiliary, Bishop William R. Houck 


The bishops feel that the gathering 
represents a unique opportunity for local 
parishioners and organization members *z 
become acquainted* They also hope to 
interest some of the priests, sisters, broth- 
ers and dacons in bringing their ministries 
to the area 

The Diocese of Jackson covers 65 of the 
state's 82 counties and has the largest per- 
centage of blacks in a total population of 
1.8 million. Of this number only 43,000 are 
Catholic and less than one percent of the 
Catholics are black. Mission territory is 
extensive there, particularly in 11 counties 
which have no Catholic church, 24 which 
have no priests, and 37 which have no sis- 
ters or brothers.
